Dextrose in bacon can 
curb nitrosamine level 


Jarboe-Lackey Feed Jot, 
Inc., Parsons. Kan., has 
filed a motion with the 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals for 
dismissal of the U.S. 
government's appeal of a 
U.S. district court judge's 
decision regarding diethly- 
stilbesterol-implanted beef, 
Ann Baker, assistant attor- 
ney for Jarboe-Lackey told 
CNS. 

On May 7 District Court 
Judge Patrick Kelly dis- 
missed the government's 
case, which alleged that 
170,000 lb. of beef illegally 
implanted with DES was 
adulterated and should be 
destroyed. The cattle wore 
implanted with DES after 
the Oct. 31, 1070, Food and 
Drug Administration dead- 
line. 

Jarboo-Lackey filed the 
moLlon on the grounds that 
the Appellate Court has no 
jurisdiction over the case 
because the District Court 
did not reach a final decision 
on the case May 7, Baker 
said. The District Court 
raised the issue regarding 


the awarding of damages to 
the defendant at the close of 
the 60-pagu decision. 
Jarboe-Lackey contends 
that until a decision is made 
on the awarding of damages 
by the District Court, the 
Appellate Court has no 
jurisdiction, Baker said. 

A panel of three judges is 
expected to rule on the 
motion to dismiss within six 
to eight weeks, an Appellate 
Court spokeswoman said, 

If the judges deny the 
request, a trial will be 
scheduled. Baker said. If 
the request is granted, the 
District Couil will have to 
rulo on the question of 
damages, she said. 

The government filed a 
response to the motion to 
dismiss on Aug. 21, the 
court spokeswoman said, 
stating that the District 
Court had disposed of all 
issues before it. The 
government response also 
contended that the govern- 
ment waa immune to the 
charges, she said.

By degrading ordinary 
table sugar to dextrose and 
using it in the dry-cure 
process of bacon, a Univer- 
sity of Missouri-Columbin 
food scientist has arrived at 
a way to prevent the 
formation of nitrosamines 
in dry-cured bacon. 

Dr. Milton Bailey, who lias 
boon researching the use of- 
dextrose in the bacon 
dry-cure process for the last 
three years, said, the 
dry-cure process, aa well as 
the pump process, imple- 
ments sodium nitrite, salt 
and sugar. "By reducing 
sugar to a secondary amine 
(dextrose)." Bailey said, 
"We have the appropriate 
group of ingredients that 
will react well with sodium 
nitrite." 

Bailey said that sodium 
nitrite is not the problem; it 
is essential in the dry-cure 
and pump processes be- 
cause it prevents botulism 
and enhances bacon's flavor 
and color. 

Nitrosamines, which have 
been found to be carcino- 
gen tic, form when sodium 
nitrite is combined with 
sucrose, he said. 

"Dextrose is a secondary 
amine, which eucrose iB not. 
Dextrose prevents the form- 
ation of nitrosamines."

Bailey found nitrosaraina 
.content of bacon samples 
dry-cured with the use of 
dextrose was reduced 80% 
below USDA’s standards 
when compared with bacon 
cured with sucrose, sodium 
nitrite and salt. 

Bailey said his study is 
not completed yet because 
when cooked with dextrose 
substituted for sucrose, the 
bacon turns unusually 
brown. 

Bailey said that only a 
small percentage of the 
bacon produced in the U.S. 
is dry-cured, but there are 
many dry-cure bacon pro- 
cessors in North Carolina, 
Virginia and Missouri. Most 
bacon is processed by 
pumping or injecting curing 
agents into the pork. 

Bailey said dry-cure 
processors are allowed to 
putin 1 ounce of sodium per 
cwt. which is equal to 026 
parts per million, compared 
with the 120 parts per 
million allowed in pump 
processed bacon. 

He said the use of 
dextrose in the dry-cure 
process could save many 
small dry-cure bacon pro- 
cessors from going out of 
business because of not 
being able to meet federal 
regulations.

The Beef Industry Coun- 
cil of the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board approved 
$8.6 million increase in the 
Meat Board's 1081-82 beef 
budget at the organization’s 
-recent annual meeting in 
Minneapolis. 

The increase, which 
brings the Meat Board’s 
total beef budget to $8.3 
million, was made possible 
by increases in state beef 
check-off programs and in 
the amount Invested by the 
states in the national effort. 

The BIC allocated ap- 
proximately $4.6 million for 
advertising and promotion 
efforts— the largest such 
budget In beef promotion 
history. . 

Almost all of the $4.6 
million will be put toward 
initiation of ' the beef 
industry's planned $7.9 
million advertising and 
promotion campaign slated 
for 1982 in the nation’s 10 
largest cities^ 

This campaign, which 
was put together by the 
industry with the help of the 
market consulting firm 
Management Horizons, 
foe., will feature television, 
radio, magazine and bill- 
board advertising, along 
with extensive retailer, tie-in 
and Consumer: awareness 
studies to measure effec- 
tiveness. 

To help . coordinate the 
campaign nationally, the 
state beef councils and the 
BlC .Qf the Meat Board have 
begun' a search : for a 
l^dfnmon . b$ef ,. Industry . 
.■atjiysiwirtg iV^enc^.' , The ■ 


agency will be selected from 
a list of eight contenders In 
late August or early 
September. 

"In the paat 18 months 
the beef industry has seen 
the forging of ' a strong 
federation between the 
state beef councils and the 
Beef Induatry Council of the 
Meat Board,’-* said HUmar 
Q. Moore of : Richmond, 
Texas, newly elected chair- 
man of the BIC. 

"This beef promotion 
federation represents A 
strong commitment on the 
part of. the industry to 
aggressive, long-term mar- 
ket development programs 
for beef." 

The BIC allocated 
$600,000 to Implement a fell 
promotion and advertising 
campaign in six markets:' 
Minneapolis/St. Paul, 
Dallas/Ft. Worth, Cleve- 
land, Sacramento, Denver, 
and San Diego. The 
campaign, based on the 
theme "Make Ends Meat, 
with the Great ' Taste of 
Beef," will feature 30- 
second television commer- 
cials and extensive retailer 
tie-in materials, distributed 
by the state beef councils. 

. "This effort comes at a 
time when, the beef industry 
is looking for new ways to 
return to profitability," sajd 
Robert .'Josserand, chair- 
man of the BIC Prorabtion 
Committee. "We think this 
campaign .will remind con- 
sumers of the L good value 
and good taste of beef.’ ’ 

Advertising will be con- 
, ducted oh three different 


levels— threshold, raid- 
level and high-level— In 
order to evaluate the effect 
each level has on beef soles. 
This measurement will help 
the industry in planning 
future campaigns. 

The remainder of the beef 
budget will be allocated for 
other promotional efforts, 
including the National Beef 
Cook-Off (co-sponsored by 
the BIC and the American 
National CowBelles), and 
Meat Board programs of 
nutrition research, educa- 
tion, communications, retail

Wormy pigs grow poorly, 
fail tu convert feed efficient- 
ly and ore more susceptible 
lo diseases. 

Hroad-spectrum warmers 
aru preferred to products 
which only remove one 
species of worms because 
pigs may be infested by 
several kinds of worms at 
the same time. 

Large roundworms and 
stomach worms are most 
coni inly found in feeder 
pigs. The large roundworms 
rnigrnting lnrvne damage 
the liver and lungs and 
create conditions favorable 
for development of bacterial 
and viral pheumonias, 
cuune diarrhea, and block 
inlostines. These worms 
cause huge economic dam- 
ages lo pigs. Stomach woms 
irrilute the lining of the 
stomach or tunnel beneath 
it and cause inflammation 
and ulceration with the end 
result of diarrhea or

Tli road worms and whip- 
worms arc found mostly in 
pigs up to -10 Ih. Thread- 
worms cause moderate lo 
severe bloody diarrhea in 
:-ry young pigs which can 


eventually result in donlh. 
Accumulations of whip- 
worms ulcerate the caecum 
and {interior large intestine 
und provoke bloody diar- 
rheas. 

Because there is no 
climatic linrrier to parasit- 
ism, swine parasites are 
prevalent nil over the 
United Stales. 

Parasites can cause con- 
siderable financial loss to 
the hog farmer if steps 
aren't tnken to prevent the 
problem. Not just single 
animals, buL herds, boars, 
sows and gilts should be 
treated to improve perform- 
ance and prevent transmis- 
sion to pigs. Boors, sows 
and gilts should be de- 
wormed prior to breeding 
and farrowing Lu holp 
prevent exposure to young 
pigs. Onc-duy treatments or 
new continuous dewnrming 
programs for sows and gilts 
should be used bofore 
farrowing to keep sows and 
gilts in the farrowing house 
free of parasites and unable 
tn transmit parasitisms. 


To produce worm-free 
fi-edc-r pigs, feed nn anthel- 
mintic from '.20-10 lb. or iihc 
two separate: onc-duy trout > 
meiiLs at 20-3f» 11). If yon 
have just purchased feeder 
pigs, worm them soon after 
nrrivnL and again at 75 and 
110 lb. in single-dtiy 
deworniings. An alternate 
method is lo use the 30- day 
deworming program be- 
tween 40 and 75 Ih. and 
following with single treat- 
ments at the heavier 
weights. 

Swine do nnt develop 
immunity against worms. 
Preventive measures 
ugainst worms include: 
timely use of broad spec- 
trum wormors; strict sanita- 
tion; balanced nutrition; 
and avoidance of dirt lots 
which could harbor many 
worm eggs. 

Because worms survive 
for months and years in 
pastures, lots, farrowing 
houses and gustation facilii- 
ties, it is important to tmiko 
judicious use of worming 
compounds to decrease 
losses associated with in- 
ternal parasites.

Changes in family living 
expenses tend to lag behind 
income trends by about a 
year, the economist said, 
because farm people, too, 
are accustomed to a certain 
standard of living, which 
they don't change much. 
"Living expenses go on a 
day-to-day basis, but a farm 
operator may not know what 
his net income situation is 
until the end of the year. 
This accounts for the lag 
between changes in net 
income anti living 

expenses." 

As du all families, those 
on farms must cope with 
inflation. Signs of their 
Lightening their belts lust 
year included reductions in 
shelter expenses, including 
a 29% cut in upkeep and 
repairs, a 17% lowering in 
spending on furnishings 
and equipment and cutting 
house operation expendi- 
tures by 9.6%, Parker 
noted. 

Other living expense 
reductions included per- 
sonal spending and recrea- 
tion, down 16%, clothing, 
education and the home 
share of auto expense each 
about 11% lower. 

The living expense item 
that showed the greatest in- 
crease was life insurance 
up 16%, from an average ol 
$1,090 in 1979 to 91,268 Iasi 
year.

Ag-metals barter unlikely possiblity 


Although the U.S. Inter- 
ior Department is giving 
low-key consideration to the 
possibilty of starting some 
sort of barter program that 
would exchange agricultur- 
al goods for strategic metals 
and materials, government 
officials told CNS such a 
system is likely to be 
unworkable under current 
conditions. 

An Interior spokesman 
said consideration of revi- 
talizing the dormant barter 
program, which stopped in 
1973, was part of the 
agency's overall review of 
materials and minerals 
policy. The Reagan admin- 
istration is due to devise a 
comprehensive plan for 
building stockpiles of stra- 
tegic materials in October. 

The spokesman said the 
barter concept is not being 


given high priority and that 
interior officials know any 
system devised would be 
fraught with problems. 

Alan Tracy, general sales 
manager of the Commodity 
Credit Corp. at USDA, said 
USDA had not been asked 
for any new studies on the 
feasibility of a barter plan . 

USDA officials said there 
is current legislative author- 
ity for CCC to trade 
agricultural goods, for stra- 
tegic materials produced 
abroad on a bilateral basis, 
though such trades would 
have to be tailored to avoid 
competiton with commer- 
cial agricultural exports. 

Since the Reagan, ad- 
ministration has emphasiz- 
ed a free trade phiosophy, 
direct CCC sales that might 
compete with private trade 
are an idea “I don't relish," 
Tracy said. 


Prolonged high interest 
rales have been largely 
responsible for the financial 
losses in most of the U.S. 
cattle industry during the 
last year, according to cattle 
feodors, analysts and lend- 
ers contacted by CNS. 

The cattle feeding indus- 
try borrows 30 to 80% of its 
operating capital, with an 
average of 50% , cattle 
feeding sources said. Inter- 
est rates charged cattle 
feeders by agricultural 
banks run from 2.5% below 
to 2.0% above the prime 
rate, agricultural bankers 
said. 

According to the National 
Cattlemen’s Assn, the 
interest cost of raising a calf 
or feeding out a steer has 
risen from about 5% fo the 
total cost in 1976 to 14% at 
present. The increase 
represents the difference 
between profit and loss in 
the low-margin cattle indus- 
try, the NCA said. 

Six Lo nine months ago, 
most cattle feeders believed 
interest rales would de- 
cline, said Wuyne Jordan, 
senior vice president, Fort 
Worth NaLional Bank. Now, 
cattle feeders have realized 
that interest rates are not 
going to decline and are 
making business decisions 
accordingly. 

To cope with high interest 
rates, cattle feeders are 
keeping inventories of feed 
grain, medicine and other 
supplies at a minimum, 
cattle feeding sources said. 
Most have enough supplies 


to last only 30 days. 

Many cattle feeders ore 
buying grain over a period 
of eight, to ten months Lo de- 
crease interest payments, 
Jordan said. At one lime 
cattle feeders purchased 
most of their grain after 
harvest. 

Cattle feeders are buying 
feeder cattle at heavier 
wieghts and feeding cattle 
fewer days than in the past 
to reduce interest charges, 
the cattle feeding sources 
said. 

Sharply lower feeder 
cattle prices last spring 
were a result of cattle 
feeders attempting to tower 
input costB to offset interest 
rate costs, the hanking and 
cattle feeding sources said. 

Because of the lower 
feeder cattle prices, the 
cattle that have been placed 
on feed during tho last few 
months would make money 
on ‘the current market, 
Jordon said. 

There lias been a sub- 
stantial decline In livestock 
loan demand during the 
first seven months of 1981 
compared with last fall 
because of sustained high 
interest rates. 

Joe Stout, senior vice 
president of the Fourth 
National Bank, Wichita, 
Kan., said livestock loan 
demand has been down at 
his bank since last fall. 

There have been fore- 
closures on feedlots be- 
cause of the increasing 
debts cattle feeders have 
been faced with, Jordan

said. It is definitely a 
buyer's market for feedlots. 

Feedlots in tho high 
plains are 61 to 68% full, 
analysis said. High interest 
rates have discouraged 
placement of cattle. 

"Feedlots moke money 
like a hotel," Jordan said. 
Cattle feeders will be trying 
to attract as many custom- 
fed cattle as possible this 
fall to increase income. 
However, unless interest 
rates decline, it will be 
difficult to attract custom 
cattle. 

"If a cattle feeder has a 
lot of equity, he will make 
it," Stout said. "Without 
equity, I don’t know how 
they’ll make it." 

Packing plants and retail- 
ers have also felt the 
interest rate squeeze. Pack- 
ing plants borrow 16 to 20% 
of thoir operating capital.

packing industry sources 
said. Puckers and retailers 
have attempted to combat 
high Interest rates by 
keeping inventories of cattle 
and meat at a minimum, 
they said. 

Many more orders for 
meat from retailers are now 
sent "quick ship" because 
the decision to buy was 
delayed because of interest 
costs, industry sources said. 
Packers also will purchase 
fewer cattle more often and 
pick the cattle up the 
following day for slaughter 
to avoid interest charges. 

The banking sources do 
not expect interest rates to 
decline very much or very 
soon, the sources said. The 
federal reserve has taken a 
strong stance on interest 
rates, and seems willing to 
accept the effects of 
prolonged high inlorest 
rotes.
